PORTRAIT UNVEILED AT HOMECOMING TEA 


In 1971, Dr. Luther Christman became a consultant to Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical and in 1972, he was appointed 
Proffesor and Dean, College of Nursing, Rush University and Vice 
President, Nursing Affairs, Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Cen- 
ter. He is Dean and Founder of the College of Nursing. Since 1972, 
Baccalaureate, masters, and doctoral programs have been developed. 
Noteworthy is that the National League for Nursing accredited the 
baccalaureate program within the first year after the first class 
graduated; consequently, all graduates of the school have come from 
accredited programs. 

He is innovator of the Rush Model For Nursing, which is completely 
implemented at Rush as well as at Vanderbilt School of Nursing, 
Vanderbilt University. It is the model by which many other programs are 
modeled. 

In 1978, the Alumni Association commissioned a portrait of Dr. Luther 
Christman to be painted by Walter C. Parke. This portrait was unveiled at 
the Homecoming Tea, and will be added to the Archives Hall in the Rush 
University Library where it will be available for viewing. 


DEAN’S CORNER 


Faculty members of the College of Nursing are in the midst of a self- 
study to prepare for an accreditation visit to determine whether a new 
graduate program designed to offer a Master of Science degree in nurse 
anesthesiology can be added to the graduate programs of the College. If 
we are successful, it will signify a considerable change in the 
preparation of nurse anesthetists. 

Recently we were informed that we have been funded by the Division 
of Nursing, DHEW, to offer a Master’s degree in rehabilitation nursing. 
This is another important step forward in our attempt to offer a broad 
Spectrum of graduate programs. In addition, it should be a stimulant to

VOLUNTEERS BECOME INVOLVED, 
VOLUNTEERS ARE DIFFERENT HERE, 
VOLUNTEERS RECEIVE AN ADDED DIMENSION 


An easily identifiable appearance, the pink smock or burgundy jacket, 
readily labels our volunteers. How aware are we though of all the 
services performed by the volunteers. The primary role of the volunteer 
is to serve our patients and their families and to augment the efforts of 
Staff in meeting the institution’s goal to provide high-quality personalized 
patient care. This role is implemented through a variety of functions such 
as: provide craft and gift items for patients; deliver patients’ flowers and 
patient information booklets: escort new patients to rooms and handle 
wheelchair discharges; visit patients and tend to various patient 
requests; provide stamps, hospital stationary, playing cards, and vases 
for patients; escort wheelchair patients to Gift Shop; and change 
pictures in patients’ rooms; Not only do the pool volunteers provide 
these services but there are also volunteers assigned to individual 
patient care units. The purpose of this specific unit assignment is 
threefold: (1) to reduce the numbers of people entering patients’ rooms; 
(2) provide a more immediate access to volunteer services; and (3) to 
develop better continuity in patient-volunteer relationships. In addition, 
there are specialized volunteers including the ‘Reach and Recovery” 
volunteers for mastectomy patients, volunteers to work with ostomy 
patients and volunteers who assist staff in certain special care areas. 
There are also the well-known cart volunteers who circulate the book 
cart, the art cart, the craft cart, and the gift cart regularly on all units. 
Beside the inpatient services listed above, volunteers also work in the 
following areas: medical records, the medical library, various offices, 
Blood Donor Program, the Bookstore, research projects, certain labora- 
tories, the Smith Lounge, the Gift Shop and serve as tour guides. Quite 
an impressive list isn’t it! 

The Director of the Volunteer Program, Jane W. Warren, would like to 
expand upon these services. In order to do so, your help is needed. 
Perhaps you know someone who would be interested in donating a few 
hours of their time to the Medical Center. Volunteers come from all walks 
of life, can range in age from 16 to 90 years old, are men and women who 
live in the suburbs and city, are retired, professionals, students in health- 
care, are family members of hospital staff, and are often former patients. 
Periodic educational seminars and workshops, inservice training pro- 
grams for specific areas of service are provided in addition to the 
general orientation programs for all new volunteers. 

Beside those advantages, volunteers also receive complimentary 
meals in the hospital cafeteria, reduced parking fee of $1.00 a day in the 
garage, uniforms provided and laundered by the Medical Center, 
RPSLMC bus transportation to and from near north, the loop and train 
Stations, honor awards given as earned, an annual affair to honor 
volunteers and the knowledge and satisfaction of providing a much 
needed service. 

Should you know any individual who might be interested in the 
Volunteer Program; we urge you to put them in touch with our Volunteer 
Office (1 Pavilion) at 942-5574. More specific information can thus be 


obtained and questions answered. So please help us to enhance our 
service to patients and families. It will be through your assistance in this 
volunteer recruitment effort that the goals of the Volunteer Department 
can be realized. Volunteering at RPSLMC is different, volunteers do 
become involved, and volunteers at the Medical Center are afforded an 
added dimension to their role.

RUSH MODEL FOR NURSING 


Before | share Dr. Christman’s innovation of the Rush Model for 
Nursing, I’m certain that Dr. Christman would want all of you to 
understand that the model is Only possible through the support and 


cooperation of each and every member of The Medical Center which 
includes the officers, Medical Center administration, the Colleges within 
the University, the physicians, nursing management, and last but not 
least, all nurses. 


As stated by Dr. Christman, the accountable nurse must have certain 
conditions established in order to practice as follows: 1) will give direct 
care to patients, 2) must work in a climate around the patient with 
reduced stratification, 3) must conduct care as a process rather than a 
series of isolated tasks, 4) must establish a means for assuring the daily 
continuity of care of each patient, 5) must work in care climates that 
provide for personnel to communicate effectively with each other, 6) 
must work in a care climate with a high predictability of being managed 
with the least amount of confusion, and 7) must work in a structure of 
care that enables the patient to identify clearly the most appropriate 
person to whom he should address his specific requests for care needs. 


Primary nursing is the form of nursing care that best meets all the 
essential criteria for delivering quality care in a responsible fashion. 
Primary nursing is an organizational device whereby each patient has a 
registered nurse who is designated as the person primarily accountable 
for the design and implementation of nursing care for a specific patient. 
That nurse must monitor the progress of the patient and insure that the 
nursing care plan is specific to the treatment goals for each patient. 
Decision making can be decentralized down to the patient—nurse 
interaction level so a pattern of accountability takes place. Each nurse 
becomes his/her own supervisor to a considerable extent and must face 
the consequences of person action or inaction. 


Errors of omission and commission can be clearly traced and 
corrective action taken. Concommitantly, excellence in practice can be 
accurately evaluated and rewarded. 


Historically, nurses have been economically rewarded for vertical 
advancements in nursing organizations, educational positions, and 
research positions. The accountable nurse who elects to stay at the 
patient’s bedside as a primary nurse is provided the recognition of 
horizontal advancement through the levels of practice. As the nurse 
progresses in his/her competence in clinical practice, education, 
administration and research, the nurse is recognized by status and 
economic rewards. 


The installation of quality assurance programs became a prime 
responsibility in this model. Quality assessment tools are anchored in 
scientific methodology but also are empirical and manageable. The data 
from these assessments reveal the strengths and weaknesses of the 
clinical process. After the data is analyzed, results are fed back to the 
Staff of each unit. Specific educational programs can be designed and 


implemented to help the nurses overcome their identified weaknesses. 
The use of the new knowledge must be encouraged and rewarded and 
remeasurement occur at regular intervals so that the process is 


continuous. Interdisciplinary audits are conducted to raise quality of 
care. 


The practitioner-teacher role became the model for appointment to 
the faculty. The expectations for these appointments were that clinical 
practice, education, research, and consultation were all elements of the 
nursing faculty role in some combination of effort. The practitioner- 
teacher role allows nurses to relate more easily to physicians counter- 
parts, but more importantly, the practitioner-teacher model provides a 
Strong linkage between the nursing staff and nurses with faculty 
appointments. Furthermore, students are helped, to a very great extent, 
by having viable behavioral models. This link-pin device was to be a 
means of establishing a large network for communication and assis- 
tance to all nurses in the Medical Center. 


Another part of the model is the Rush Home Health Service. Home 
Care iS provided under the supervision and auspices of The Medical 
Center to both outpatients and patients being discharged from the 
hospital. To provide continuity, home services are coordinated by the 
nurse with the patient’s personal physician. Helping the patient and his 
family to achieve independence within the home setting and promoting 
family health are the goals of the home health program. 


Included services are Visiting Nurse Services, Home Health Aides 
Services who provide free personal care, Therapy Services which 
include rehabilitative services such as Occupational Therapy, Physical 
Therapy and Speech Therapy, Social Services and Laboratory Services. 


Joint Practice has been and is a viable link in the Rush Model. In this 
type of organization pattern of shared power, the physicians and nurses 
meet the needs of the patient according to the competencies and skills 
that they have. The care is based on the practitioners’ competencies and 
is complementary. Joint Practice has been recognized and practiced in 
The Department of Pediatrics longer than other departments but 
numerous small groups of physicians and nurses are complementing 
each other’s care within The Medical Center. 


As already specifically detailed, the applied scientist model for 
nursing has been implemented here as at Vanderbilt School of Nursing, 
Vanderbilt University.

THE MARGARET E. JOHNSTONE 
ENDOWED FUND 


The Margaret E. Johnstone Endowed Fund entitles St. Luke’s 
graduates who paid $50.00 or $100.00 to the fund the use of a room in 
the hospital when admission to the hospital is necessary. In order to be 
eligible for use of a room, one must be a current member of the Alumni 
Association or a Life member. Initially, following the merger, three (3) 
rooms had been set aside on one of the patient care units as the 
Margaret E. Johnstone Endowed Rooms. The holding of these beds for 
use only by members was not feasible because of the high percentage of 
Occupancy. Today, when a St. Luke’s nurse who belongs to the 
“Endowed Rooms” is hospitalized, it at all possible, is placed in a single 
room in the East Pavilion Building (this is the building constructed at the 
time of the merger). 


The benefits when hospitalized have changed to some degree by 
mutual agreement between the hospital and three (3) St. Luke’s nurses 
who form a committee for Purposes of administering the fund with 
financial guidance from our accountant and the Executive Bookkeeper. 
Presently, | am Chairman of the committee and have been for a number 
of years. 


The Endowed Funds when a member is hospitalized covers the initia! 
laboratory work (urinalysis, routine blood work, routine x-ray) and room 
and board charges, if not covered by insurance or the difference of the 
charge for a private room. For those individuals who are on Medicare, it 
pays the deductible fee. 


The fund at this time is used rather infrequently. However, nurses who 
are members of the Endowed Room Fund if hospitalized elsewhere will 
be paid whatever amount was paid into the fund, $50.00 or $100.00 
toward their hospital bill. The hospital bill (copy) must be forwarded 
either to me or Gail Blum, the Executive Bookkeeper. 


Each member is eligible for four (4) weeks hospital care in any one 
calendar year of the Association. Any member requiring hospital care for 
longer than four (4) weeks may be hospitalized for an additional three (3) 
weeks for which the Alumni Association collects the sum of $3.00 per 
day which is deposited to the Margaret E. Johnstone Fund. This privilege 
must immediately follow the four (4) week period. 


The designated Chairman for the Margaret E. Johnstone Fund must be 
notified by the nurse wishing to receive benefits from the fund as an 
authorization must be forwarded to the Finance Department of the 
hospital.
